Tliooe flrat acred wers 
planted largely Into feed crops, such 
as barley and oats, he said. 

As the tract developed, now crops 
were tried until today. Twin Falls 
la ranked as one ot the moat higlily 
dlveralfled agricultural counties In 
lha country. 

Until the war- began, n eatlafactory 
system ol crop rotation had been 
worked out by tarmera In the coun- 
ty, Bollngbroko said. To meet gov- 
ernment production goals, consider- 
able adjustment had to be made 
thus disrupting rotation practices; 
Alter the war, BoUngbroke aald, wlM 
como tho necessity of resuming tho 
rotation program. If ooU Is to tic 
kept at Its highest fertility and nox- 
ious weeds, plant disease and Insect 
control properly dealt with. 

It Is also likely that steps wlU 
bo taken to slablUso livestock pro- 
ducUon, ho said. Since the war, both 
sheep population and hog produc- 
tion have been materially reduced, 

In conclusion BoUngbroke declar- 
ed great strides had been mode In 
agriculture here alnce tho tract was 
surveyed 41 yean ago and tho first 
crops were planted two years later.

C. A. Bottolfscn's first ndmlii- 
Istrntlon, to report on needed prison reforms, 
Judfic Wlnstead, who aided In proposing en- 
actment of constltiitlonat- amendments to 
take "the Idaho pardon and parole system 
out of politics," now urges Idahoans to vote 
for these amendments in the next election, 
because "recent developments have manifest- 
ed the need for such changes." 
There la no mystery about these "recent 
, developments." The pardon board's wholesale 
release of criminals from the state peniten- 
tiary has become so flagrant that It amounts 
to a ridiculous and pathetic Joke. 

Two amentJmentB — one abolishing the 
present board ol pardons and the other plac- 
InK pardoning power In the hands of the gov- 
ernor—were proposed by the 1943 legLslature 
and will be submitted to the electorate at the 
coming November election. 

Placing the pardoning power with the gov- 
ernor would be subject to such regulations a: 
may be provided by law, according to Judge 
Wlnstead, and the legislature would always 
have ultimate control. 

These two amendments, he advl.scs the 
people of Idaho, should be adopted "so thi 
state legislature can work out a comprehen- 
■ sive new penal system— and eliminate the 
present political set-up." 

Judge Wlnstead Is to bo commended for the 
stand he has taken. And other Jurists and law 
enforcement officials would do well by help- 
ing to clarify this problem In the people's 
minds. 

After all, it remains lor the people of the 
state to put an end to all this political non- 
sense that has made our penal system a farce 
for too long. 

Let's make up our minds, once and for all, 
.to clean house on these conditions that have 
made us a "criminals' paradise."

OUR SECRETARY OF LAHOR 

There's something Ironical about any war- 
time statement that's Issued by Secretary of 
Labor Perkins. Perhaps that's the reason any 
. statements of that kind coming from her of- 
fice are few and far between. 

Apparently for no other reason than to 
Veep her from being forgotten entirely. Miss 
Perkins did come out with an Innocuous little 
■ ■ utterance the other day. 

She expressed the "surprising" opinion 
that "wartime employment has reached Its 
peak and the coming months may bring a 
progressive decline In the total number of 
workers engaged In manufacturing." a de- 
duction that any wide-awake school child old 
. enough to read, would be capable of making. 

As everyone might expect, on the proposed 
civilian worker draft, she withheld direct 
comment. 

Remember when the secretary of labor was 
regarded as a member of the President's 
cabinet, and as such shouldered real respon- 
sibilities, particularly In time of war? Now 
it seems that the Job has degenerated Into a 
glorified bookkeeper -of employment sta- 
tistics. 

But. It would be admitted In Washington, 
you couldn't expect Miss Perkins to cope with 
all our present labor troubles, and the various 
other responsibilities ordinarily associated 
.with her office. 

■ Then why. we could ask with Just as much 
logic, was she ever appointed secretary of 
labor In the first place, and why has she been 
retained, now that labor has so much control 
over, government? 

The real answer to the latter portion of that 
question, we believe, might be Interesting.
